Sculptor Bruce Kueffer created the work of art in the year of 
the Eleanor Roosevelt Centennial. He felt challenged to mold a likeness to 
capture the essence of Eleanor Roosevelt's remarkable spirit and intelligence. 
He worked in clay, molding several versions, and after many months finally 
satisfied with a completed clay model. Funding has been 
approved for casting the sculpture in bronze. (Size is 16" Ht, 10" X Gas) 


The Eleanor Roosevelt Center at Val Kill has been selected be- 
cause it meets several of our most important criteria, particularly because 
it is a most appropriate landmark site for the sculpture of Eleanor Roosevelt. 
The specific location is yet to be determined, but we would trust your judg- 
ment on this matter. As you look over the various possibilities, keep in 
mind a few suggestions, as follows: 1.) Accessibility - Will the sculpture 
be exhibited in a space accessible for public viewing? 2.) Lighting - Will 
the space be well lit by natural and artificial light? 


As soon as you or/and your staff have decided on an appropriate 
location or possible locations for placing the sculpture, send us snapshots. 
Thanks for your cooperation.

The following profile of Bruce Kueffer 
exemplifies a lifetime of commitment 
to the fine arts: 


In 1972 he was an apprentice to architectural sculptor, Sascha Schnittman in San 
Jose, working on portraiture, figurative and abstract sculptures for public and private 
commissions. Responsibilities were for “Chacon”, a landmark at the entrance to 
San Antonio Center in Mountain View, and the “Sunrise” building at Oakmead 
Industrial Park in Sunnyvale (19 cast concrete panels designed for building 
exteriors) given architectural design awards. 


In 1974 Mr. Kueffer completed an art history program with “American Institute 

for Foreign Study” viewing and studying architecture, sculpture and paintings by 
master artists in European art museums, including the Louvre in Paris, El Padre 
Museum in Madrid, British Museum and Tate Gallery in London, Van Gogh Muse- 
um and Rijk Museum in Amsterdam, Vatican Museum and Sistine Chapel in Rome, 
and Museo Nationale and Academia di Belle Art in Florence. 


In 1975, he was employed by the Cupertino School District for a special project to 
introduce gifted and exceptional students to sculpture and painting in the classroom 
and on field trips. 


In 1980 Mr. Kueffer received a Bachelor of Arts degree with a major in Fine Arts. 
Prior to graduating from the University, his undergraduate work concentrated on 
Visual Arts at College of San Mateo and Foothill College, Los Altos. His thesis- 
project was a series of sculptures of American composers, created from life in terra 
cotta, cast in bronze. 


Continuing graduate work toward a Master’s Degree , academic work was taken at 
the College of Arts & Crafts in Oakland. Following a session at the American School 
in Paris in 1982, the artist joined Art Workshops, Int'l. at Lake Como in Italy. 


For the past 10 years, Mr. Kueffer has maintained a sculpture studio in Belmont 
and San Carlos, after a period of sharing space at Manor House in the Twin Pines 
art complex in Belmont. He continues concentrating on his unique heroic bronze 
portraiture and figurative sculptures. Currently he is creating surrealistic “Transfigu- 
rations” and experimenting with art media. For several years he has worked on 
“Color Organs”, casting abstract reliefs in paper. 
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
